as against. 61 per cent laat month, 
pl«ms 64 per oent aa agalnat 67 
per cent, last month, grftpea 87 per 
cent, aa againat M per cent, laat 
month, an4. blaekberrlea 90 per 
cent, showing a somewhat smaller 
crop than WSJ reported earlier.
